Confidence that the dlflerences In 
the wording of the plan would tie 
Ironed out aud the branch which 
arose In 1845 over' the question of 
elavery would be healed, was express¬ 
ed by members of the joint commis¬ 
sion as they went Into session. 

Approval of the plan means the 
possibility of a united church by 
1925, according to Dr. A. W. Harris, 
general secretary of the board of edu¬ 
cation of the northern branch and 
secretary of Its unifichtlon commis¬ 
sion, If reunion occurs, the Metho¬ 
dist Episcopal church will be the first 
of the three great protestant denom¬ 
inations which divided over the <jues 
tlon of slaxery, to become reconciled 

The plan, Dr. Harris said, provides 
only that each church change Its 
constitution, so that Instead of lidd¬ 
ing separate general conferences ev¬ 
ery four years, the two general con¬ 
ferences will be merged.
